Many of the big 
bulls suddenly turned into bears, and 
they had great followings. The result 
has been a reversal of prices 
astounding. 

The final losses show a falling off of 
2% to 2% cents in wheat, % to 1% cents 
in corn and 1% to 2% cents in oats. 

The wheat crop will be in advance of 
what was expected, the corn crop will 
be good, with a big possibility of a 
bumper crop under certain conditions. 
There will be a normal yield for rye 
and barlev. 

James A. Patten, who has made a 
fortune recently on the bull side of the 
market, appeared on the floor as a bear 
today, with the prediction that wheat 
will break from 5 to 8 cents a bushel 
within a short time. 

The trouble came from the govern- 
ment crop report of yesterday, which 
shows that the crops will be much bet- 
ter than any of the leaders expected or 
hoped for. That report knocked the 
bottom out of the price barre}.
